Funds Allotted Depart- 
ment Will Not Permit 
Filling Vacancies, He 
Tells Aldermen at 
Televised Hearing. 


Any further cut in the pro- 
posed budget for the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety would 
jeopardize fire protection and 
safety inspection services of 
the city government. Depart- 
mental Director Joseph P. Ses- 
tric said last night. 

Under questioning by the 
aldermanic Committee of Ways 
and Means in a televised com- 
mittee hearing, Sestric said 
that all divisions of the Safety 
Department were currently un- 
dermanned. : 

He declared also that the 
proposed new budget of $7,- 
728,000 for departmental oper- 
ations for the current fiscal 
year would not permit the fill- 
ing of any vacancy in the de- 
partment. 

The hearing was telecast on 


Educational Station KETC. It 
was one Of a series being con- 
ducted on Thursday and Friday 
evenings by the committee. 

‘Caught by Freeze’. 

“The fire fighting and in- 
spection divisions were caught 
short of personnel] at the time 
the city was forced to place a 
freeze order on filling vacan- 
cies,” Sestric told the alder- 
manic group. “When this year’s 
budget was proposed, we were 
allowed only those employes on 
the payroll at the time. The 
proposed budget will barely let 
us get by. If it is cut further, 
safety services will be in a bad 
position.” 

He explained that the Fire 
Department is 30 men short of 
its usual complement at the 
present time, that the build- 
ing inspection division is short 
by 25 employes, that the 
weights and measures division 


is three loyes below full 
bureau is short threé inspectors 
and the firé and police tele- 
graph section, which maintains 
the fire alarm and police tele- 
phone systems has 23° fewer 
employes than 25 years ago. 

“The situation in the depart- 
ment has become so critical 
that if the budget is cut an ad- 
ditional 5 per cent, the city 
would have to lay off 180 fire 
fighters,” he said. There are 
1060 employes currently on the 
fire department’s payroll. 

97 Pet. for Salaries. 

About 97 per Gent of the 
proposed budget for the fire 
department is for salaries, and 
the $150,000 allocated for sup- 
plies and materials is the 
smallest amount given for such 
purposes in the last six years, 
he added. 

This will permit, besides 
other needs of the department, 
the replacement of only one 
piece of fire-fighting apparatus 
during the year, he said. Re- 
placements should be made at 
the rate of three a year, to 
keep the fire-fighting equip- 
ment in top-notch shape, he 
commented. 

Despite undermanning of the 
department, fire losses in the 
city have been kept low enough 
to bring a reduction in insur- 
ance rates. Sestric said this 
was made possible because of 
the strict enforcement of rigid 
building and safety codes and 
the over-all efficiency of the 
fire fighters. 

Sestric said, however, he be- 
lieved the shortage of inspec- 
tors and fire fighters will have 
an adverse long-range effect 
on the fire loss record of the 
city. 

Cost of maintaining munici-

PREDICTS PLASTIC 
BAGS WILL KILL 100 
CHILDREN IN 1959 


CHICAGO, May 9 (AP) — 
One hundred children may die 
this year of suffocatioh in ac- 
cidents involving that boon to 
housewives, the transparent 
plastic bag, the National Safe- 
ty Council said yesterday. The 
estimate was based on reports 
in the council files of 20 such 
deaths during the first three 
months of this year. Not all 
such incidents reach Safety 
Council records. 

One of the most dangerous 
uses of plastic bags is the do- 
it-yourself cover for pillow or 
crib mattresses, fashioned us- 
ually from large plastic en- 
velopes such as cleaners use 
for protection of garments, the 
council says. 
Several children. wormed 
their way under such covers 
and died when the transparent 
material clung to their faces, 
sealing their mouths and nos- 
trils. : 

Some youngsters like -to 
chew on the soft, rubbery plas- 
tic. Two died when small plas- 
tic scraps were swallowed and 
lodged in their throats.

‘Yemained on the job 
mut the..move, detour- 
ing c as the slow-moving 
caravan, including two trucks 
in front and three behind, pro- 
ceeded south over Kingshigh- 
way-Bircher viaduct, north and 
east on Bircher boulevard and 
south on Shreve to Calvin. 

Traffic in both directions 
was halted about 20 minutes 
for the move across the via- 
duct. On.  Bircher, vehicles 
were shuneed to the west and 
north lanes of the dual-lane 
thoroughfare. 

Workmen encountered trou- 
ble on an uphill stretch on 
Bircher west of Shreve and 
also on Shreve, where there 
was only a nine-inch clearance 
between lamp posts. 

There was concern also about 
the move across the viaduct 
— as to whether the bridge 
structure could carry the 
weight. Engineers calculated, 
however, that the reinforced 
concrete construction had suf- 
ficient strength. 

The structure was transport- 
ed on three sets of carriers, 
each with eight wheels. On 
downhill slopes, trucks at the 
rear kept the big building from 
rolling too fast.

Center for treatment of cancer. 
He resigned as secretary April 
15. 

The State Department, in 
disclosing the pneumonia at- 
tack, said Dulles responded 
satisfactorily to an injection 
of antibiotics. 

Dulles has been receiving 
analgesics for relief of almost 
constant pain from the cancer 
attacks. 

It was disclosed earlier this 
week that Dulles now has to 
get around in a wheel chair. 
The State Department said he 
is able to walk but finds it 
more convenient to use the 
wheel chair. 

Today’s announcement said: 

“Former Secretary Dulles has 
contracted a mild case of pneu- 
monia. His initial response to 
antibiotics has been satisfactory 
and his temperature is normal. 
He is, however, somewhat 
weaker.” 

The pneumonia attack came 
one month after a medical re- 
port which said X-rays indi- 
cated Dulles had a malignant 
tumor in the lower part of his 
neck.

The last German-speaking 
organization of Holy Cross 
Lutheran Church, Miami street 
and Ohio avenue, has dis- 
banded, the St. Louis Lutheran 
reports.

For many years 
the group had more than 100 
members.

Two German communion serv- 
io a year are planned out of 
respect for older members who 
still love the old ritual on 
which they were brought up.

A-Bomb Test Warning 


By Ramon Coffman 


TWO YEARS ago this spring, 
a warning was issued by a 
group of American scientists. 
In an appeal against the test- 
ing of atom bombs, they said, 


Each nuclear bomb test 
spreads an added burden of 
radioacti elemen 
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Each added amount of ra- 
diation causes damage to the 
health of human beings. .. .” 


Lately I have read the sec- 
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bombs were tested by Russia 
last October. 
Q. Would a war waged with 
“clean” atom bombs be safe 
for the human race? ° 


A. There would be much 
damage where the bombs 
landed, but neutral nations 
would be saved if the fall of 
strontium-90 could be pre- 
vented. 


One side: or both sides might 
slip out of an agreement to use 
nothing but “clean” bombs. In 
the anger of war, the “dirtiest” 
bombs might be sent at the 
enemy. That would bring the 
danger from strontium-90 to all 
nations of the earth. 
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
